TuerE was a fair amount of business 
done the other day at tho Legislative 
Council independently of the so-called 
financial statement; and it may not he 
uninterésting to lock at some of the 
legislative and other proposals made. 
Yhe first subject referred to wos the 
favourite one of Prison Discipline ; ond 
here the developments are somewhat 
startling. At first sight it might appear 
that Governor Hennessy was here posing: 
as an advocate of the rattan ; while his 
faithful henchman and “honourable 
friend” of the Gaol is revealed as the 
champion of the poor lacerated prisoners! 
However this transformation scene was 
brought about, it is certainly indicative 
of great: ekill on the part of the stage- 
monagers. Let us explain, Under 
Section 11 of Ordinance 4 of 1863, the 
Gaol Superintendent has power to pu- 
nish a prisoner convicted of felony “ by 
moderate corporal punishment not ex- 
ceeding twelve strokes of a rattan,” for 
breach of gaol discipline, and other of- 
fences in prison; and the Superintendent 
has also power under Sect. 12, in con- 
junction with a Justice of the Peace, to 
inflict upon refractory prisoners “ per- 
sonal correction not exceeding thirty- 
six strokes.” Well, it was felt to be 
desirable to extend these powers, 80 98 
to enable the Saperayaient. of the 
Gaol to punish refractory prisoners who 
committed themselves on the eve of the 
expiration of their sentences 5 and a 
short Urdinance was introduced, as long 
ago og the 20th April 1878, to effect 
that desirable end. This brief mensure 
was transmitted to the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, together with a 
despatch written by Mr Hennessy. Tbe 
ony to that application was ae at the 
last. meeting of Council, and was re- 
produced in these columns : it refers to 
objections to tho original powers of 
whipping, raised by the Home Office, 
which are based upon the English 
practice, and asks for further inform- 
ation, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach asks 
for a report by the Gaol Superintendent

This resulted, 
therefore, in a report being made by Mr 
Tonuochy, which seems likely to be 
fotul to the powers conferred by Ordin- 
ance 4 of 1863; so, upon the merits of 
a bill brought forward to enlarge the 
powers of a good and wholesome law of 
sixteen or seventeen years’ standing, the 
feat of rescinding the old Jaw is about 
‘to be performed. It has been said that 
it is not unfrequently a sign of great 
intellect ond enlarged mind when a man 
changes his views; and if such be the 
case, we have a fair illustration of this 
teuth in the person of the present Gaol 
Superintendent, His views on prison 
discipline have, it is. true, suffered & 
somewhat rapid chatige ; but then that 
may eer be all the mors creditabit, 
and should mayhup redound all the. more 
to his soundness of judgment. As Sir 
Michael refers to page 85 of a certain 
published report, it may be allowad us 
to refer first to pagé 84 of that printed 
document, as it may there be seen that 
Mr Tonnochy gave his evidence reported 
on page 85 in full view of the circum~- 
stances of the old and new ordinances 
now dealt with. This is what Mr M. 


S. Tonnochy gave as his opinion on the 
18th of October 1878 :— :

‘Tonnochy may have rested his change 
of opinion, He certainly did ‘not take 
exception to the explanation iven of 
this grave metaphysical revolution, but 
accepted the honour thus dealt out to 
him without a murmur. It will thus 
become the duty of the unofficial 
members of Council to approach this 
westion with the: full knowledge 
that the power to flog a refractory pri- 
soner in Gaol is now proposed to he 
abandoned at the suggestion of the of- 
ficer immediately responsible for the 
discipline of that institution who, in 
1878, gave the evidence that is quoted 
above. Unofficial members wil also 
do well to bear-in. mind that the Home 
Office is not an authority. upon what are 
ond are not “the circumstances of this 
Colony.” It is surely inconsistent to 
shape our Gaol regulations upon the 
Home lines, while we are agonizing to 
show that Domestic Servitude and a 
hundred other things cannot be satis- 
factorily dealt with upon the hard and 
fast lines of Home practice. As Lord 
Carnarvon has said, the eculiar pasi- 
tion and circumstances of this Colony 
havo “led to the establishment in Hong- 
kong of a penal system differont. from 
that adopted in other parts of Her Ma- 
jesty’s dominions.” To assert, there- 
fore, that'n certain course is wrong hera 
merely because it is not followed in 
England, is a departure from the 
recognised principle upon which 
Hongkong has hitherto been. g0- 
verned. is is on error which might 
be committed by the Home Secretary in 
ignorance; but such a plea. cannot be 
advanced by Governor Hennessy, his 
Gaol Superintendent, or the unofficial 
members of the Legislative Council who 
have yet to consider this ‘little ordin- 
ance,’

from a junk which had beon token by 
Pirates, (a matter wo gavo the then latest 
particulars of in Tuesday’s issue), we 
have now the following farther particu. 
lara:— 

About 1 o'clock on Saturday morning 
last, the 7th instant, as the Gorman barque 
Tek Li, Captain Petersen, was making her 
way up the river to Canton, under tow of 
the stearm-launch Fei Ma, and when within 
about 23 miles of Mah-chow, the voice of a 
man apparcntly in distreas waa heard from 
the water. A search was instituted and a 
Chinaman was foand in the water appar- 
ently in e helpless condition ond nearly 
drowned. Ho was taken on board the 
barque where he reovived every attention. 
On béing interrogated he said he had been 
about two hours in the water, and as there 
wasa strong current rmning soawards at. 
the time, the poor follow in his thén ox- 
hausted condition would soon have been 
beyond the reach of help. On arriving 
at Canton the Captain took tho man be- 
fore tho Commissioner, to whom he made 
a statement to the offect that he be- 
longed to a junk which left Hongkong 
early in the month for a small village be- 
tween Kwan Point and tho Bogue Forts on 
the Anunghoy Island. The cargo consist 
ed of a quantity of opium and genoral 
goods and there were sbout twonty native 
passengers on board. Late on Friday 
night, when evorythiag soomed to be going 
well, half a dozen of the passengers sud- 
denly shewod thomselves in their true 
colours by making an ominous display of 
arms and weapons of various descriptions, 
and took completo control of the junk. 
Tho remaining passengers wore ordered 
below, and in the scuffle which ensued be- 
twoon tho pirates and the crew, two mon 
woro wounded, ono of them scrionsly, and 
one man knocked overboard, who was for- 
tunato enough to fall in with the Tek Li. 
It has sinco beon ascertained that two 
hakow boata, which wore approaching 
at the timo, contained parties of con- 
fedorates and that the cargo was tranship- 
pod to them, after which the crew wero re- 
leased and the junk pormitted to continuo 
hor voyaga. The psople on board the bar- 
que say, that about the time of the alleged 
attack, they distinctly heard soveral ro- 
ports of small arms, ovidently at some 
distance. Itis feared there is very littlo 
hope of the miscreants boing traced. 

Tar following is the order of Service at St.

My attendants, who lost 
most of their property during the affair, 
naturally expect me to pay them for 
their losses, when they eee it publicly 
announced that I have reosived money 
enough to cover all agtual losses, which 
would be but fair, if sach were the case, 
but it is very different, I have not 
only not received anything from the 
Chien-Si Officials, but have had to pay 
very heavily for the privilege of having 
saved my life and prevented another 
cause for war with Chins, like thet of 
the Ma outrage. Some of the 
gentry of Kwel-Cho, however, subscribe 
asmall sum monthly to defray my ex. 

nses here, until some arrangement has 
Boon arrived at in tho matter, and I 
have been told that Obien Zubying, 
Governor of KeyeisCho, rejected 
counterclaim laid egainst me by the 
ChiensSi people, for the expenses incurred 
by them in burying their four dead men,

His tay at 
Nanking was prolonged by specta) invita 
tion not for any particular political reason, 
but owing to the entry of the new Viceroy 
on his new daties a great gathering of 
officers took place there, and considering 
that the Intendancy. of Shanghai is the 
most important fp the Two Kiang 
Provinces, it is quite natural that the 
Governor-General asked the Taotai ‘to pro- 
long bis stay there in order to inform 
himself about all important matters regard- 
ing forelgn relations. 

We hear that a speolal bureau has been 
lately opened in Shanghai for engaging 
foreigners for the Chinese army fo the 
scone of the coming war. This is not in con- 
tradiction, however, with tho dismiessl of 
certain foreignera in Ningpo and Chefoo. 
Thoy were dismissed for economical res- 
sons, and because the Taotais considered 
that keeping foreigoera in thelr employ 
would have an appearance of being pro- 
foroign aud not in accordance with the 
chauvinist tendencies of the ruling powers 
at Tientsin. Contradictory as these facts 
may sppear, yet they are quite in acoor- 
dance with Chine-e notions and practices.

Onr last word from the south is of great 
excitomont in Shanghai and along the 
Yangteze, occasioned by the rumour that 
civil war is imminent, because of o rupture 
letween Li Hung-chang and the Poking 
Government, that Li bas been accused of 
boing a traitor, &c.. beoanse he is not in 
favour of war. So far as appears thore is 
no occasion for such a rumour; there are 
no indications of a civil war visible. The 
Government is doubtless annoyed that the 
Viceroy urgea peace, und ospecially on the 
pica of unpreparedness.

vking cannot understand why, after the 
large expenditure for arsenals, gunboata 
and war material, they aro not in a fit con 
dition to cope with the foreign barbarian.

They 
forget that without a disciplined army of 
courageous men to use these implements 
of war, they are practically usoless; a fact 
which the Viceroy well knows, ag well as 
tho fact that such an army is not to be 
found in China. But while ignorant, and 
hence dissatisfied, on this point, the ' wise 
heads” are too wise to break with the most 
powerful and influential man (probably) in 
the Empire at this junctare,

Tho writer 
said that he had hitherto prevented tho 
captain from doing this, and bad kept a 
separate log. The letter was dated the 
16th of June. it was written from the 
Straits of Sunda, and directed to “The 
United States Consul-Genoral, Shanghai.” 
The barque in question was bound from 
New York to Cnius, and wes to wait at 
Gutzlaff for orders from the agonis at 
Shanghai. Here R. von Krencki, tae Vice- 
Ounaul in charge, upoa the receip. of thy 
news that the abup had arrived at Gutzlaf, 
immediately pracasded to herin the gua- 
boat Wolf, acoompenied by the Becretary of 
the Consulate-General and a member of 
tha firm who are agents for the ship, On 
being interrogated, the mate, whose name 
is Zippelius, was quite unsile to sub- 
atantiate his statements, which appeared to 
be groundless, His so-called “separate 
log” was found tobe absolusely-unineelli- 
gible. The conclusion arrived at by Herr 
von Krenoki and the officials with him was 
that the man’s mind was affected. . The 
Vice-Consul allowed the ship to proceed to 
Tlentsin, and bas written to the German 
authorities. there about the matter, We 
are informed that the subject will there be 
thoroughly invemigated.

WHAT THE ENGLISH THINK OF 
THE AMERICANS. 
(From “ England froma Back- Windon" 
by J. M. Bailey.) 

We are all more or less bigoted until 
we travel. Our own institutions and 
customs grow to be considered the best 
institutions and the only true customs 
until we have opportunity to compara 
them with other customs and institutions. 
All that we henr—and this is to both | 
prepare and inform you—is not exactl 
true. I have shown that all the English 
are not morose, sullen, and exclusive; 
and I have tried to show as many as J 
have come in contact with that tho 
American people are not wholly boors 
or assasging,—-the only two classes many 
English recognize in America. 

Phave claimed that the average Eng- 
lish woman is .0t 0 tastefully dressed 
as the average American woman. 

Tam told here that the average Eng- 
lish woman is superior in dress to her 
Amorican sister, in that she dresses 
plainly ; while the American woman 
arrays herself in flashy colors, and 
sports aswell air. 

Does she ? 

The swell American woman dresses ; 
richly, as her busband or father well 
knows, but not flashily. 

And, really, is a man in broadcloth 
and kids inferiorly, dressed to the man 
in blue jean and dog-skin gloves? Ilue 
jean and dog-skin are the plainer of the 
twosuits. It is not the quality of the 
goods, but their style of making up and 
wearing them, 

Tam proud to think, that, while our 
American woman dresses in high-priced - 
goods, she shows admirable taste in 
selecting and combining the colors ; and 
there is no class of woman, unless it is 
the English and Esquimaux, less open 
to the offence of tawdry apparel 

There is a plainness that 1s too decided | 
to be tasteful. | 

And perhaps, if the matter were sifted ! 
down very closely, it would be taund 
that the women of the middle classes in | 
America dress at less cost than the 
aame clas in England. ‘The Enghsh : 
woman does not think she is dressed un 
unless she has on a silk gown, Sil 
costs much less here than it does in 
America, to be sura; but this is offset 
by the fact of wager being much less ; 
here than there. i 

The English err in some vthor things 
regarding us, but pardonably, I believe. 
It is the style of American journaliam, | 
especially in the Far West, to exar- 
gerate : it is also its style to jost on 
tragic subjects. These exaggerations 
and jests are readily seized upon by 
English journals os illustrative of our 
characteristics, and sowed bronidrast | 
among their people. Tris the misfortune 
of the Enghsh not to understand an 
American joke, ‘I'he futal consequence 
can be imagived. They believe of all 
America just as the people of the Eastern 
States believe of the Territories and | 
California, when, if the truth wero 
known, there is less cutting and slash- 
ing in the Far West than in the Far 
East, 

An able school-teacher in Norlolk 
asked me the other day if all American 
gengJemen did not have either a pistol 
or knife concealed about their person. 

To the estimation of those who have 
not seon him, a fullblooded American is 
a sort of perambulating arsenal, con- 
stantly shedding bullets, bewies, und 
a oes. 

The predisposition of the uatravelled 
English to believe that American ladies 
are beta in refinement iv’ materially 
aggravated by an English playwright, 
who has written “An American Lady,” 
which is rendered nightly to large and i 
appreciative audiences at the Criterion 
Theatre in London. ‘Che American lady | 
thus exhibited is heidenish, slaugy, mi 
culine, swaggering, bullying, and in- 
describably cifensive 

I could readily see by the eapressious 
of those in the audience near to me that 
they accepted the character as a ver 
fair representation uf au American ledy 

An mest woman ou taking a call

There is a genuine delicacy uf feelluy 
in thia custom. 

Whatever the English may believe of 
our institutions and customs, many of 
them have ennobling ideas of money- 
making in America. 

Numbers have left here tor America 
with a view to making o fortune in three 
or four years without much effort, and 
returning to live in a castle with hot 
and cold water on every floor. 

Where are they ? 

There are others who fall into the 
other extreme, and I have been very 
much edified by intelligent but rather 


lengthy disquisitions on the valuelessness 
of our money. 


Here, where the money is hard gold 
and silver ati obese copper, the currency 
is looked upon with a great deal of 
curiosity ; and people are much eurprised 
to learn that’ a few triflea are still 
purchasable with it in America. 

A man can conveniently carry around 
with him a thousand dollars of our 
money, I have been told; but a man 
with a thousand dollars of the current 
money of England in his pocket would 
hove to be lifted about with a derrick. 

But there is no doubt that it is fre- 
quently a mistake for the English work- 
ing-man to go to America. Our labor- 
market is overstocked, and our labor is 
much different from what it is here, 

An American manufacturer of agricul- 
tural machinery, who has good custom 
here, contemplated a branch factory ; 
but the experiment proved o failure, 
He found end confessed, that, with the 
higher Brita of iron in his own countr 
he could make the machines there, an
